II,.. apart therefrom the EP 0 767 721 Bl which is 
already state of the art describes a machining center with the 
features of claim 1 and as far as patent claim 1 is concerned, 
reference may be made to the state of the art according to 
DE 201 18 456 Ul, especially FIG. 1 and the associated description 
on pages 7 and 8. From this a machining center for the mechanical 
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machining of workpieces with at least two machining devices for 
receiving tools, with a pick up device for workpieces which is 
arranged substantially between the guide tracks, whereby the pickup 
device and the machining devices are so movable relative to one 
another that the workpiece is brought into the effective regions of 
the tools and whereby the machining device can be moved in a 
movement direction parallel to its rotation axis, is known. 

Further attention should be directed to the state of the 
art according to DE 100 02 053 C2 with respect to patent claim 1 
and especially FIGS . 1 and 4 and the associated description on page 
4, line [0026] . From that, a machine tool for mechanically 
machining workpieces with pickup devices for picking up work pieces 
from a pick up region, whereby the pickup devices are displacable 
region along a guide track into a machining region are known. 

In the use of the features known from DE 100 02 053 C2 in 
a machining center as it is described in DE 201 18 456 Ul, only a 
possible structural modification is required for any skilled worker 
without this involving any inventive step. 

The patent claim 1 is thus not allowable on these grounds 
in its present state. 

As to patent claims 2 and 3, attention should be directed 
to the state of the art according to DE 100 02 053 C2 and 
especially FIG. 1. 

As to patent claims 4 through 9, the state of the art 
according to DE 201 18 456 Ul and especially FIG. 1, patent claims 
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1 and 3 and the associated description should be considered. 

The patent claims 10 and 11 provided constructive 
features of the subject matter of the invention. 

To patent claim 12, please consider the state of the art 
according to DE 201 18 456 Ul, especially FIG. 1. 

As to patent claims 13 to 15, attention is directed to 
the state of the art according to DE 201 18 456 Ul, especially FIG. 
1 and the associated description on page 4.
